the sheriffs mounted division be 
formulated by active participation 
of the citizens of Wayne County. To 
these ends the sheriff is requesting 
that people who wish to donate 
horses in order to start this program 
do so. 

The horses requested should be 
between the age of four and nine 
years old, either geldings or mares, 
in sound physical condition and 
should also be well-trained. Sheriff 
Lucas went on to add that the Wayne 
County Deputy Sheriff Association 
has donated $2,000 to go towards the 
purchase of saddles and other 
related equipment. Further, Wayne 
County General Hospital will turn 
over space in some of their aban- 


doned dairy barns in order that 
horse stalls can be built in order to 
secure the horses donated. 

The program is being coordinated 
by Lt. Warren Evans and Detective 
Jim Akhtar of the Wayne County 
Sheriff Department. Training for 
both police officers and horses will 
be provided through a cooperative 
agreement with the Detroit Police 
Department, Mounted Division, 
under the supervision of Inspector 
Pat Muscat. Anyone wishing to 
donate a sound horse as described 
above should contact either Lt. 
Evans or Detective Akhtar by 
calling the Wayne County Sheriff 
Department at 721-2222. Donations 
are tax deductible.

Local church honored 


Wayne County Sheriff William 
Lucas has announced the formation 
of a horse patrol unit as a permanent 
component of the Wayne County 
Sheriff Department. 

In making the announcement, 
Sheriff Lucas pointed to the 
problems the sheriff’s department is 
having in controlling the unruly 
crowds in Hines Park and indicates 
that the addition of a sheriff’s 
mounted patrol unit will go a long 
way in helping to correct some of the 
problems caused by the row dies w ho 
use the parkway and deprive the 
citizens of “one of the finest 
recreational facilities in the coun- 
try.” 

However, the severe economic 
condition of the county requires that 


Although the cards seemed 
stacked against it, the Romulus City 
Council failed to heed the advice of 
its attorney and voted 4-3 not to pay 
$2,500 in lawyer fees for a city florist 
who sued for violation of the Open 
Meetings Act by that body last Oct. 
24. 

City Atty. Charles M. Lowther, in 
a recent memorandum to the mayor 
and council, advised both parties 
they should pay $2,500 in attorney 
fees for Ed Rush, who had indicated 
he would drop the lawsuit at this 
point. 

Rush was successful last October 
in obtaining an injunction from the 
Wayne County Circuit Court for- 
bidding further closed council 
sessions hd ordering that body to 
past /not uK* of »pen meetings in 
advance as stipulated under the 
state’s Open Meetings Act. 

His suit further charged that 
council discussed subjects other 
than that listed on the notice of the 
meeting Oct. 24, which the suit 
contended was another violation of 
the Open Meetings Act. 

Low'ther told the mayor and 
council that the city’s motion to find 
out if Rush wanted to go on with the 
suit and for a summary judgment by 
Judge Charles Farmer had not gone 
well. 

He stated that Rush’s attorney, 
Stephen Danko of Southgate, said 
Rush would respond to questions 
within the 10-day required period 
from date of the motion. Further, he 
said, in his summary judgment, 
Judge Farmer indicated that city 


officials could be found guilty 
separately “if they encourage and- 
or participated in the conduct of a 
closing meeting”. 

Lowther further stated that in 
discussion with Rush’s attorney he 
was told that Rush would dismiss the 
lawsuit if council would pay his 
lawyer fees of $2,500. 

“Due to the fact that a trail of this 
matter will result in the payment by 
the city of its own attorney fees, and 
in all probability, an order com- 
pelling the payment of plaintiff’s 
attorney fees, I would suggest that 
this offer should be pursued,” 
Lowther recommended in his 
memorandum. 


His request to contact Danko to 
have the lawsuit dismissed and 
authority to pay him $2,500 was 
turned down by a slim margin of one 
vote. 

Voting to continue the court case, 
apparently with the handwriting on 
the wall, were council members Ray 
Cantrell, Jerry Canejo, James 
Raspberry and Mary Ann Banks. 
Voting to have the lawsuit dismissed 
were council members Junior Block, 
Mary Carter and Beverly McAnally. 

Contacted by the Enterprise, Rush 
commented, “Inasmuch as I’m not 
seeking damages, it is ridiculuous 
for the council to go to court.”

Tax levies, 
board race 
in Huron 

Voters in the Huron school 
district will go to the polls next 
Monday, June 11, to cast ballots 
on two millage proposals and to 
choose from six candidates for 
two seats on the school board. 

A 10-mill renewal for school 
operation and a 3.5-mill ad- 
ditional levy, both over a one- 
year period, will be decided by 
voters. 

Seeking the one one-year term 
on the school board are in- 
cumbent Robert W. Lemieux and 
Sheila P. Romas. Vying for the 
two four-year seats are: in- 
cumbent William H Manny, 
James W. Pershing, Vndrcv W. 
Fleming, and Joseph S. Majtyka. 
Pershing previously served on 
the board. 


Election to decide fate 
of millage, candidates 


Romulus school district voters 
Monday, June 11, will cast ballots 
deciding the fate of a crucial 9-mill 
renewal for five years and choose 
between tw'o candidates running for 
a four-year term on the school 
board. 

Renewal of the 9-mill levy is 
considered paramount by Supt. 
James Garfield because, at 25 
percent of the total operating school 
tax rate of 36.15 mills, its loss w r ould 
undoubtedly mean a drastic 
reduction in school personnel. 

Of the total approximate $13.3 


million school budget for this year, 
about $8 5 million is generated by 
the schooltax rate from the school 
district’s state equalized valuation 
of $236,034,660 State aid of about $3.3 
million, $400,000 in federal funds, 
and money from miscellaneous 
sources make up the balance. 

Should the 9-mill levy go down to 
defeat, more than $2.1 million would 
be lost as operating revenue to the 
school district. 

Although the loss in funds would 
cost the jobs of many school per- 
sonnel, mostly teachers, both 
Garfield and Bates Landis, business 


manager, said it would be im- 
possible at this time to predict 
exactly what would have to be done 
to make up the huge deficit. 

“The cuts that would have to be 
made would be in services, not such 
items as heat, water or lights,” 
Garfield explained. 

The 9-mill levy renewal would 
cover the years 1980-1984 inclusive, 
but tax collections would not begin 
on the proposal until 1980, the 
superintendent said. 

Landis said it should be made 
clear that if the 9-mill levy passes, 
the total operating school tax rate 


would remain at the current 36.15- 
mill level. 

“Compared to neighboring school 
districts, the 36.15 mills for the 
Romulus Community Schools is in 
the low to middle range,” the, 
business manager emphasized. 

Voters Monday will choose bet- 
ween incumbent Jo Ann Marvicsin 
and Barbara Avery for the four-year 
term open on the school board. 

Mrs. Marvicsin was elected last 
year to fill a one-year term. Mrs. 
Avery is no relation to Wayne Avery, 
the current president of the school 
board

Wesleyan Church honored as historical site 


In special Michigan Week 
Heritage Day ceremonies held at the 
Romulus Wesleyan Church at Five 
Points recently, the church was 
designated as a local historical site 
by the city of Romulus and the 
Romulus Historical Society. It is the 
oldest church in Romulus and has 
served the community for 124 years. 

In conjunction with the worship 
service. Mayor William M. Oakley 
presented the Rev. Elvis Shook, 
pastor, an official resolution signed 
by city officials, designating the 
Romulus Wesleyan Church as a 
local historical site. 

Pearl Varner, president of the 
Romulus Historical Society, 


presented a plaque to Harold Bailey, 
representing the church board 
members, who gathered before the 
altar for the ceremony. 

A Romulus man. Bob Lambert, 
representing MacDonald’s 
Restaurant, made a special 
presentation of a number of large 
photographs of Romulus taken in 
bygone years, to Alan Wilkerson, 
vice-president, who accepted them 
in behalf of the Romulus Historical 
Society, to be preserved for 
posterity. The originals were from 
the Lau collection. 

In commemoration of the 
Romulus Union Chutch Society, 
which erected the “White Church” 


in about 1855, the Community United 
Methodist Church congregation 
(formerly the M E. Church) joined 
in the worship service on Sunday. 
The Rev. Floyd Ellison offered 
prayer and his choir sang an ap- 
prorpiate number for Michigan 
Week, “Michigan Water Won- 
derland,” w hich is being cortsidered 
as the official song of Michigan. 
There was special guitar music and 
singing by several members of the 
“White Church,” the ladies attired 
in homemade period dresses and 
sunbonnets. 

Descendants and-or relatives of 
the following former pastors of the 
“White Church” were in at- 
tendance: Rev. A. C. Bunnell, Rev.

Old-fashioned games of horse- 
shoes for the adults, bag races for all 
ages, balloon contests, and shoe 
races filed the afternoon. Tiny ones 
dug for hidden pennies in a big pile 
of sand — “finders keepers”! 


“Special highlights” of the day to 
be remembered included: the 
beautiful 1884 silver communion set 
displayed on the altar during the 
service ( the set consisted of a 
decanter, two large silver goblets 
( one for men and one for ladies ) , and 
a bread platter); The spontaneous 
enthusiasm with which the double 
congregation sang such old-time 
favorites as “Glory, Glory 
Hallelujah” and “Sweet Hour of 
Prayer”; visiting with the grand- 
daughter of Jenks Pullen, who sold 
for $50 the land on which the White 
Church stands; Mrs. Ruth Sherman; 
Mr. and Mrs. Charles Lau showing 
their rare collection of early 
Romulus photos while visiting with 


friends at their picnic table and 
basking in the day’s warm sunshine; 
Pearl M. Morris distributing 
colorful balloons and conducting the 
children’s games from her 
wheelchair; the happy Clemence 
Patrias clan championing the game 
of horseshoes; the fascinating 
display of memorabilia by the 
Romulus Historical Society, in- 
cluding a map of the original, lan- 
downers of Romulus Towmship from 
the Library of Congress, 
Washington, DC.; three- 
dimensional display of the early 
village buildings in Romulus by 
Theresa Kochanowski, which she 
had prepared for the Romulus 
Bicentennial Celebration of 1976.

A major bill creating a cor- 
poration to help bolster business and 
industrial development in Michigan 
has received the approval of the 
House of Representatives 

According to State Rep. Edward 
Mahalak (D-38th District), the bill 
would create a business develop- 
ment corporation and a subsidiary 
corporation dealing only with new 
business and industry. The measure 
gives the two corporations sub- 
stantial power in promoting and 
maintaining business development 

Mahalak said that that power 
includes the ability to make loans, 
establish credit for business, 
acquire real estate and build 
facilities. 

Under the bill, the corporation 
would be established with one 
million shares of stock issued at $20 
per share, Mahalak explained. 
Financial institutions which join the 
corporation would be required to 
loan money to the corporation on 
demand. However, loans from any 
members could not exceed more 
than 2 percent of the corporation’s 
capital, surplus, guaranteed funds 
and loss reserves. 

The subsidiary corporation— new 
business investment corporation— 
would also have one million shares 
of stock to issue at $10 a share. The 
parent corporation would be 
required to buy stock in the new 
business corporation in the amount 
equal to 50 percent of its additional 
paid-in capital.

The legislation also would require 
mat the new business investment 
corporation establish five economic 
region* in the state and monitor 
those regions on developmental 
opportunities. 

The structure of the two cor- 
porations would be similar to a 
corporation in New York, which is 
responsible for the placement of $1 14 
million in industrial development in 
the state since 1955. 

In other action the House ap- 
pioved a resolution creating a 


special joint legislative committee 
to study the safety of nuclear power 
plants currently in operation in 
Michigan. 

The committee also would be 
charged with the task of making 
suggestions on possible im- 
provements and possible alter- 
natives to nuclear operations. 

"In light of the crisis created by 
the nuclear accident at the Three 
Mile Island nuclear power plant in 
Pennsylvania, it is essential that we 
study more carefully the risks of 
nuclear power.” Mahalak said. 
"The event occurred when the 
plant's cooling system broke down, 
both through human and mechanical 
error.” 

The committee will have the 
authority to review current state 
emergency evacuation plans and the 
history of nuclear safety in 
Michigan It also could recommend 
changes in safety plans and alter- 
natives to nuclear power and 
suggest methods of phasing out the 
use of existing plants.

It’s surprising how many simple ideas to make a 
home more secure can be found just by sitting down 
with a few members of the Michigan Fraternal 
Order of Police and asking them. I had that chance 
recently — here are some of their ideas on how to 
prevent home theft loss. 

NEVER leave your garage door open and unat- 
tended. Be generous about keeping garages lit — 
just as you would provide night lights for any other 
room in your home. Light is the enemy of intruders 
w ho might lurk in a garage waiting for you to come 
home, or for those trying to jimmy the garage-to- 
house door on homes with attached garages. 

AVOID the quaint suburban custom of putting 
your name prominently on mailboxes or on 
coachlights along with your addresss. Many of our 
members report that cruising crooks watch for 
these identifications, then use directories so they 
can phone and see whether anyone is at home. It is a 
common preliminary for many breaking and en- 
terings of homes. Many police reports prove it. 

Name identification also is very important to 
various conmen and door-to-door shysters. Be sure 
to impress on all family members that not 
everybody who comes to the door asking for you by 
name, is a legitimate acquaintance. It also applies 
to the custom of listing your name at access roads in 
summer cottage territory. It is not a good idea to 
use family names — use descriptive phrases or 
something else — so that legitimate visitors have 
the required guidance, but crooks do not have an 
easy reference directly to you. 

AVOID leaving keys in “secret" places — under 
doormats, on window sills or ledges. Believe us, 
crooks and thieves know all of these places and it’s 
the first place they look for an easy entry 

W r HEN working outdoors, keep doors that are not 
in your direct line of vision locked. It only takes a 
moment for a thief to slip through an unlocked, 
unwatched, front door and make off with valuables 
while you’re chatting with a neighbor in the back 
yard, or trimming a hedge at the side of your house. 

DON’t attach notes to your door announcing your 
departure or intended return time for expected 
visitors. It only gives unexpected “visitors" a 
deadline for getting their burglary done. While any 
note is a giveaway that nobody is home, it would be 
better to direct them to a neighbor’s home for your 
message (and the neighbor could be watching your 
home, too). 

INSTALL a peephole viewer on your front doors. 
They work It lets you see a caller without being 
seen. And, be wary of strangers. Don’t be shy about 
asking for credentials — and speak through a chain 
or mail slot. 

If it’s the old “I have a flat tire and no spare, may 
I use your phone?” routine, leave the stranger 
outdoors while YOU place the call for him. There 
also are reports on record than many thieves use 
women accomplices to gain entry in this fashion. 

KEEP house and car keys on separate rings. It 
cuts the odds in half against an unexpected and 
unwanted intruder, should your car keys get lost, 
copied, or stolen, the thief wouldn’t have automatic 
access to your home.

One of our FOP members suggests the following 
checklist to help you protect your home. Any police 
officer can tell you that it is a common sense ap- 
proach to home protection: 

(1) View your home from the street. Are there 
obvious hiding places for a burglar or other 
truder? Trim or remove hedges, greenery 
trellises that obsure doors or windows. 

(2) Is the door that leads from the garage into 
your home, breezeway or mud room as securely 
lockable as the main entrance door? How about the 
garage door, itself? If not, install adequate locks. 

(3) If yours’ is a 2-story home, keep ladders — 
wherever they are stored — secure with a chain and 
padlock. It’s tough for a burglar to carry his own. 
Many of them count on you to provide them. 

(4) Remove, repair or eliminate trellises, wide 
ledges, carports, lean-to’s or adjoining roofs that 
provide easy access to second-story windows. 

(5) Ensure adequate deadbolt locks on all exterior 
access doors are installed. 

(6) Patio doors, or doorwalls, should be equipped 
with special stoppers that can prevent entry, even if 
locks are jimmied. 

(7) Put tamper-proof locks or fasteners on all 
accessible windows — or install a reputable com- 
mercial alarm system on these windows. 

(8) Use additional outdoor lighting for any area 
you feel is less secure around your home’s exterior. 

(9) Keep track of who possesses keys to your 
various doors — friends, neighbors, or household 
help. If one is unaccountably lost, or stolen, prepare 
for the worst by changing locks. 

(10) Use timers to control interior and exterior 
lights — even when you are home. They provide 
excellent protection.

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7-year leak: Couple seethes

Russell and Marcella Wellday 
don’t know where to turn for help 
The basement of their 74-year-old 
house on Manila Street in Westland 
leaks, and they say they’ve been 
trying for seven years to get it fixed 

The builder of the house, Sam 
Goodman, says he would have fixed 
the leak if the couple had com- 
plained about it during the 1-year 
warranty period, but he says they 
didn't. Now, seven years later, he 
says he’s thrown away the file. 

Representatives of the local office 
of the Department of Housing and 
Urban Development (HUD), which 
guaranteed the mortgage and 
subsidizes monthly payments of 
the “235’' house, says they don’t 
have a record of any complaints on 
the house until three years after the 
Welldays moved in. 

The city of Westland building 
department head says he can’t do 
anything about it now, because the 
Welldays didn't complain to him 
until just recently. 


And in the meantime, the 
basement keeps leaking, getting 
worse every year. The problem is 
not flooding, but leaking, water just 
seeping in cracks where the floor 
and walls meet. Sometimes it leaks 
after it has rained, other times rain 
has nothing to do with it, the 
W r elldays say. 

After years of trying to get HUD, 
the builder, now the city, to fix it, 
and trying to fix it themselves, the 
Welldays have consulted an attorney 
to see if they have a case to take 
anybody to court for repairs. 

•the story begins when they moved 
into the home. It was September 
1971, and HUD had helped them 
arrange a mortgage and guaranteed 
assistance in paying it off. After the 
winter, the spring thaw set in and 
the basement leaked. The Welldays 
insist that this complaint was listed, 
w ith others, and sent to HUD before 
the 1-year warranty ran out. 

They mournfully admit that they 
did not make a photostat copy of that 
complaint. 

The Welldays can produce a letter, 
dated March 27, 1974, from HUD to 
Goodman, telling him to correct the

basement leak, some kitchen and 
bathroom tile that was coming up, 
and some brick crumbling in the 
front porch. 

A second letter from HUD to 
Goodman, dated June 15, 1977, tells 
him again to correct the basement 
leak 

Both letters went out after HUD 
inspectors looked at the house at the 
Welldays request and found the 
complaints “justifiable,” as the 
form letter put it. 

However, HUD spokesman Ken 
Barnard said that by 1974, HUD had 
“no legal standing’’ in demanding, 
repairs, since the one-year warranty 
had expired. He said HUD’s files 
show no complaints before then. 

He said Goodman told HUD he 
wouldn’t do any more repairing 
because the one year was up, and 
“there were no grounds on which we 
could take sanctions against him,” 
Barnard said. 

“There was nothing we can do 
aside from say please” after one 
year, he added. If the complaint had 
been within the first year, he said, 
then HUD could have applied 
pressure to force the builder to make 
some corrections. 

He added that HUD does not in- 
spect homes for construction in- 
tegrity before going through with 
the mortgage. That building in- 
spection comes from the local city. 

Westland Building Director Dave 
Rockelman said he has no record of 
Wellday complaining about the 
house until recently. Wellday con- 
firms this, saying that he was going 
“through channels” by talking to 
HUD and Goodman before now. 

But, Rockelman said, the 
engineering department obviously 
did approve a basement to be dug 
there, and the subsequent building 
inspections were approved by the 
city department. If the area couldn’t 


take a basement “we (the 
engineering department) wouldn’t 
have allowed him to put it in,” 
Rockelman said. 

He added that “Mr. Goodman isn’t 
the type who doesn’t take care of 
problems” with his houses. Good- 
man still builds houses in the city. 

Goodman’s responses were 
similar when asked about the 
Wellday ’s complaint. 

Although Wellday maintains he 
has talked to Goodman numerous 
times, Goodman stated that “I don’t 
remember speaking to them for 
many, many years.” 

He said. “If they had made a 
complaint about the basement in the 
1-year period I w'ould have fixed it.” 

He said he searched his files but 
found that he had apparently thrown 
out the Wellday file. “I generally 
doh’t keep files that long ” 

Through it all, the Welldays still 
have a basement that leaks They 
tell a story about how after some 
back-to-back rainstorms recently, 
he carried w r ater out of the basement 
in a five gallon bucket 27 times in a 
half hour’s time. 

They tell of the long hours of work 
last summer when they dug a trench 
on the outside of the house to the 
footings, replaced tile, re-tarred the 
wall and put plastic over it, then 
looked forward to a leak-free spring 
The work brought no relief at all. an 
especially bitter pill because 
Wellday had spent the winter 
building room partitions dow nstairs. 
He was so sure he had licked the 
problem. 

The couple have five children, 9 
years old to 11 months 

They can’t afford to sell the house 
and start over again, they say, and 
they can’t afford to have the house 
fixed by a contractor. 

After the couple complained to the 
city recently, the chief plumbing 
inspector was sent out to give them

‘It is safe to suggest,'* says 
columnist Bob August, “that since 
World War II, more books have been 
produced on the rearing of children 
than in the previous history of the 
human race. With all we have read, 
all we have learned, are we better 
parents today? Look around and 
judge by the children we produce." 

I think that we are coihing to see 
that the old-fashioned parent was 
belter. Down deep, I guess we 
always knew it — or why is it that 
when we are grown up we brag 
about how strict our parents were 
with us? 

“Boy, if I did that when I was a

kid, my mother would have whaled 
the tar out of me," we find ourselves 
saying. There is a touch of pride in 
our voices. 

By contrast, the guy whose 
mother’s major concern was to 
“understand” her boy’s foibles and 
who was afraid that a good tongue- 
lashing would damage his psyche 
always is a little embarrassed to 
mention that. 

I remember walking across the 
Public Garden in Boston 20 years 
ago. A mother of ethnic background, 
whose front-line dressing down of 
her little boy was being given hand-y 
reinforcement in the rear, attracted 
the attention of another little boy 
passing by with his father. 


“Daddy, why is that lady doing 
that?" asked the boy. 

The father — a brawny type who 
looked as if he had never opened a 
parenting manual in his life — said, 
“She wants her son to grow up to be 
a nice boy " 

I have the feeling that both those 
little boys — young adults today — 
grew* up in good hands. 

A story in praise of the over- 
bearing, overprotective “Jewish 
mother” in Christian Century 
magazine says: “Whether standing 
over the piano, mercilessly coaxing 
a budding prodigy, or arguing at the 
kitchen table over how many green 
beans are enough, these mothers 
gave their kids something to live for, 
strive for, react against, struggle 


with and grow away from." 

The article goes on to say: “Few 
parents would willingly admit to 
neglecting their children But after 
interviewing 250 children in several 
US. cities, sociologist Sarane 
Boocock concluded that the ties 
between today’s children and their 
mothers are surprisingly weak. 
Fewer children accompany their 
parents on chores a nd errands. ' * 

Parents deposit their 2 - and 3 - 
year-olds for hours at a variety of 
day-care centers, the article notes, 
“despite voluminous research in- 
dicating there are no good’ child- 
care arrangements for children of 
this age other than parental care. ” 

The “Jewish mother” — of 


whatever religion, race or 
nationality — says the author, “gave 
a strong, unequivocal message of 
caring, of self-sacrificing com- 
mitment to her child.” 

One professional mother I know 
(whose husband also works) asked 
her teen-age daughter whether she 
minded coming home to an empty 
house after school 
After thinking a moment, the girl 
replied: “I guess it would be nice if 
you were here.” 

The mother said: “But you know’ 
that if you need me. I’ll come home. 
You have my number at the office.” 

“Oh, I don’t need you,” said the 15- 
year-old girl. “But it would be nice. I 
guess, if you were here. ” 

I related this story recently during 


the question period at a lecture 
being given by feminist Caroline 
Bird, author of “The Two-Paycheck 
Family.” I was the only man in the 
audience. 

I said that instead of explaining to 
children “why mother works.” 
maybe we ought to ask them 
whether they would prefer to have 
mother at home. 

Ms. Bird replied that the child of 
today s non-working mother, far 
from feeling privileged, often asks 
his or her mother: ' Why don't you 
work like other mothers? ” 

I don't believe that for a minute. 
And neither do you

Although the first day of summer 
is still three weeks away, many folks 
consider the Memorial Day weekend 
the start of the summer season 

And with the arrival of summer- 
like temperatures, residents are 
heading for beaches, pools and lakes 
at the Huron ( hnton melropurks in 
southeastern Michigan 

Disregard or ignorance of good 
wate^safety practices ranks high in 
the causes of drowning* Regardless 
of sw imming ability, everyone must 
follow personal water safety to be 
safe in the aquatic environment 

Park rangers, water safety 
supervisors and other Huron-Clinton 
rnetropark personnel join with the 
Water Safety Department o the 
American Red Cross in offering 
these water safety tips: 

— Learn to swim well tmough to 
survive in an emergency. 


Do not swim alone and swim 
only with a buddy” who has the 
ability to help when necessary. 

Swim only in supervised areas 
such as at beaches or pools and only 
when lifeguards are on duty. Stay 
w ithin the markers to avoid conflicts 
with boats. 

Do not dive or jump into 
unknown waters. 

— Follow the rules established for 
the particular pool beach or 
waterfront where you are swim- 
ming 

— Do not swim long distances out 
from shore. Swim parallel to the 
shore so that if you become tired you 
still can touch bottom 

Know your limitations and do 
not overestimate your ability 

Do not try to swim long 
distances, either on the surface or 
underwater. Do not try to swim 
under objects such as diving rafts 


and boats. 

If you are overheated, stay out 
of the water and cool off before 
returning to the water Although the 
water temperature may not be very 
low , if you are overheated, it can be 
a shock to your system 

— Stay out of the water im- 
mediately after eating Wait long 
enough for digestion to take place. 

— Stay out of the water during 
electrical storms. 

Do not substitute inflated tubes, 
air mattresses, or other artificial 
supports lor swimming ability. 

Avoid long periods of im- 
mersion and overexposure to the 
sun 

Watch children closely 
whenever they are near the water or 
in the water. 

— Be especially careful early in 
the season A this time, persons 
often are not in good condition as 


they are the previous summer. Also, 
the cold water drains energy much 
faster than warmer water later in 
the season. 

— Take instructions under 
qualified instructors before par- 
ticipating in such aquatic sports as 
skin and skuba diving and water 
skiing. 

Call for “Help” only when you 
are in trouble and really need it. 

— Water safety is everyone’s 
responsibility, even when lifeguards 
are on duly. 

— Do not engage in any kind of 
horseplay. This is dangerous and 
some of those involved may not be 
strong swimmers. 

— Keep all glass containers off the 
beach, out of the water and out of 
pools. 

Bathing suits are light weight 
and designed for swimming — long 
pants and other clothes are not. 


Improper clothing will tend to tire a 
swimmer very rapidly. 

— Respect the judgment and 
experience of trained lifeguards — 
follow their advice and do not in- 
terfere with the performance of 
their duty. 

— When in pools, become familiar 
with shallow and deep sections as 
marked Use only the area best 
suited to your ability. 

— When at pool do not run, push or 
play on the deck 

— Do not throw sand or other 
objects on the beach, at the pool or in 
the water 

Swimming is permitted at the 
Huron-Clinton rnetropark beach and 
pool facilities only when lifeguards 
are on duty and when the facility is 
open for swimming All alcholic 
beverages are prohibited from the 
entire beach or pool area

14 Congressman urge President 
to continue steel import quotas 


Fourteen Michigan congressmen, 
led by William D. Ford < D- 15th 
District) have written to President 
Carter, urging him to extend 
specialty steel import quotas from 
three more years. 

The quotas, established under the 
Trade Act of 1974, are scheduled to 
expire in mid-June unless the 
President acts to extend them The 
decision fell to President Carter 
after the International Trade 
Commission, in a 2-2 tie vote, was 
unable to agree on a recom- 
mendation 

Congressman Ford pointed out 
that the decision will have 
tremendous consequences for the 
specialty steel industry, which 


employs an estimated 65.000 
American workers, including many 
in Michigan. 

In their letter to President Carter, 
the Michigan congressmen said: 
“The dale for your decision on the 
Specialty Steel Import Quotas is 
near at hand We feel this decision 
will have tremendous consequences 
for those working in this industry 
within the state of Michigan. 

”... during the past three years 
under the quotas, this industry has 
been able to hold down costs and 
thus contribute significantly to the 
fight against inflation In fact, the 
International Trade Commission 
report stated t that “price increases 
have been lower since the quotas

went into effect than they were 
during the 1970-1976 period.” The 
industry has almost been able to 
regain its health and once more 
become a major industrial employer 
in our state. 

Joining Congressman Ford in 
signing the letter were Republicans 
W.lliam Broomfield, Robert Davis, 
Carl Pursell and Guy Vander Jagt 
and Democrats Don Albosta, James 
Blanchard, William Brodhead, 
Charles Diggs, John Dingell, Dale 
Kildee, Lucien Nedzi, Bob Traxler 
and Howard Wolpe. 

“We are convinced,’* 
Congressman Ford said, “that the 
specialty steel industry would be 
severely injured, if the United States 
acts too hastily in terminating the 
import quotas. At least half a dozen 


other nations have surplus 

production and could flood the 
American market with specialty 

steel items.” 

Congressman Ford quoted Lloyd 
McBride, president of the United 
Steelworkers’ union. “American 
workers should be making 

American specialty steel for 
American industry in American 

mills.” 

“That is also our position, and that 
is why we have urged the President 
to act,” Congressman Ford said 

Specialty steels include stainless 
steel and an entire range of alloys 
designed for us$ in tool and die work, 
and in situations requiring special 
hardness or resistance to heat, 
corrosion and abrasion.

Voters want more efficient government 


Michigan voters want less taxes, 
more action by the legislature and 
increased efficiency by the state 
government, according to the 
results of a Michigan State Chamber 
of Commerce survey. 

The survey, conducted for the 
State Chamber by Market Opinion 
Research as part of its quarterly 

J0b r Jg 


multi-client Trend survey ot a 
representative sample of 800 
Michigan adults, revealed that 
Michigan voters: 

— Believe taxes are to high and 
that the tax structure is unfair, 
particularly when it comes to gas 
and property taxes. 

— Are in the dark about tax 
limitation and admittedly confused 


about how the legislature is im- 
plementing the Headlee Amendment 
(approved as Proposal E by voters 
last November). 

— Want a streamlined state 
government with more efficiency in 
state spending and services. 

"The • survey was an attempt to 
find out how Michigan voters felt 


about important current issues.” 
explained James Barrett, president 
of the State Chamber of Commerce. 


Emerging from the results of the 
survey — according to the State 
Chamber — is a picture of a 
Michigan voter who believes state 
government can be operated more 



efficiently; has more confidence in 
Governor Milliken than in the State 
Legislature; and will hold local 
elected officials accountable for 
their inaction on the issues, such as 
implementation of tax limitation. 

"What we found is that voters in 
April were confused about why 
there’s no action by the legislature 
on the tax limitation proposal they 
understood and voted for when they 
went to the polls last November,” 
Barrett noted. 

Although they are in the dark 
about the status of tax limitation, 
participants in the survey indicated 
that they would support the recall of 
their local elected officials, if they 
fail to properly implement the 
amendment. 

Respondents also indicated they 
had more confidence that Governor 
Milliken will see that the amend- 
ment is properly implemented, than 
they do in either their own 


legislators or the State Legislature 
as a whole 

While people felt income, property 
and gasoline taxes were all too high, 
more than 7 out of 10 said sales taxes 
were "about right”. Respondents 
said the least fair taxes are property 
taxes, while the most fair are sales 
taxes 

Survey results revealed that while 
people generally believe taxes are 
too high, they also want a decrease 
in government operating expenses 
and welfare programs. At the same 
time, participants in the survey said 
state spending should stay the same 
or increase for such programs as aid 
to local schools, road and highway 
maintenance, mental health, parks 
and recreation, aid to urban areas, 
mass transit and law enforcement. 

"This points out the fact that 
people believe state government can 
be streamlined to operate more 
efficiently,” Barrett concluded.

With "extreme changes in the 
energy .situation” the chairman of 
the Wayne County Board of Com- 
missioners is pointing out a proposal 
he unsuccessfully introduced in 1974 
and which was unanimously adopted 
live yqars later at the last meeting of 
the board. 

The resolution rejected by the 
t>oard in 1974 called for tax-relief 
incentives for car pools for saving 
gasoline, essentially the same idea 
the board just approved that now' is 
gaining public interest as well. 

• The plan is basically the same 
then as now,” said County Board 
Chairman Richard E. Manning "It 
is mainly the date and severity of 
conditions that have changed 
enough to make a stronger impact 
and generate greater interest in fuel 
Savings.” * ' 

Urging the board to support U S. 
Department of Transportation ef- 
forts promoting car pools in urban

areas, Manning in his resolution 
said current American mobility 
patterns are an energy drain and an 
inefficient use of scarce resources. 

He said 20 billion gallons of 
gasoline could be saved annually 
across the nation, if the average 
automobile occupancy rate on urban 
work trips were increased to 3.2 
persons from the current 1.6. 

Manning also said more use of car 
pools would reduce congestion on 
urban-suburban traffic arteries and 
alleviate parking problems in core 
cities "without severely con- 
straining mobility.” 

On tax-relief incentives. Manning 
proposed that any car pool operator 
(CPO), a driver regularly trans- 
porting three or more persons to 
and from work, should be allowed in 
part the same deductions and 
depreciations as in business use of 
automobiles. 

Also proposed for CPOs is a

personal tax exemption of $1.50 per 
day per passenger transported in a 
car pool, and both the personal and 
business relief would apply to both 
state and federal income tax 
obligations. - 

Manning’s resolution also would 
exempt CPOs from a staggered day 
policy governing fuel purchase. 

"The time has come for 
reassessment. We have entered a 
new r age and a new definition of 
personal convenience or personal 
inconvenience is in order,” Manning 
said. "1 think some change is 
definitely appropriate, if we expect 
to continue a sensible balance 
between comfort, convenience and 
necessity.” 

"Driving a car today with only one 
person aboard may soon become a 
convenience so expensive that it also 
will be a * discomfort. Either we 
sacrifice a. little today or a lot 
tomorrow."

Residents of the Romulus school district next Monday will be asked to 
renew a 9-mill levy for operational purposes and to elect one of two can* 
didates for a four-year seat on the school board. 

We recommend without hesitation the passage of the 9-mill renewal for a 
five-year period. This action will ensure that Romulus Community Schools 
willbeableto maintain the current level .of education, one it worked so hard 
to keep with the successful millage election of last year. 

The 9-mill levy represents a fourth of the school district’s total operating 
school tax rate of 36.15 mills. Common sense would indicate that should such 
a substantial portion of the school district’s. revenue be cut out, chaos and 
near disaster would hit public schools in the Romulus community.

Editor's Log 

Tisch, Tisch, Tisch!

Tisch, Tisch, Tisch. 

Or so his critics may be heard, sighing softly 
while the man who fathered Michigan’s 
. Proposition 13, works quietly to hammer out a 
new proposal for voter consideration in 1980. 

The six foot six inch Robert Tisch, resembling 
more the country bumbkin than the bueraucratic 
scurge of Michigan, operates out of his office in 
Courna, Michigan. And in the midst of a throng 
of anti-tax folk, Tisch provides the catalyst for a 
growing belief that people can effect change if 
they are willing to w r ork hard enough at the task. 

And work hard at it, Tisch does. 

While detractors claim that he is nothing more 
than a ‘special’, special interest group himself, 
thousands who have rallied to his cause vocally 
defend him as the onlv messanger of a gospel 
that can save all of us from the creeping ten- 
tacles of socialism or worse. 

While is it obvious that many do not really 
comprehend the significance of Tisch’s 
movement — much like many have yet to fully 
understand the full implication of California’s 
Proposition 13, — Tisch has been able to form a 
strong nucleus of people, who for whatever 
reason, are willing to expend the necessary 
effort to see that the message is delivered. 

That many have not looked beyond their own 
interests, when supporting Tisch, is of no real 
surprise. 

But anytime complacent voters are attracted 
to a cause they are willing to work hard to 
support, underlying reasons demand exploring. 

And in spite of the anguished cries from 
elected officials, claiming that Tisch is leading a 
flock of self-interested greedy folk who care not- 
a-speck about the welfare of the state, the fact 


remains, that many of those same elected of- 
ficials will privately concede that what Tisch is 
promoting, is in the best interest of not only 
Michigan, but the nation as Well. 

Because what Tisch is promoting is not a tax 
rebellion, but rather a return to representative 
government 

While it would be both dishonest and 
misleading to say that Tisch’s plans could be 
implemented without considerable pain, the real 
question remains as to how much pain all of us 
will ultimately suffer from the continued drift 
toward the abyss of a total welfare state where 
personal rights are sacrificed for the welfare of 
the state. 

And some indication of how far we have 
already progressed down that road is evident by 
the fact, that so many, who believe Tisch is right, 
and that Howard Jarvis was right, still fear 
alignment with his cause, lest their political 
careers suffer as a result. 

That is indeed a sad testimonial to our current 
state of politics. 

At a time when the state refunds to the tax- 
payers, through the ‘circuit breaker’, a con- 
siderable portion of a property owners taxes, 
often more than 50 percent, why would the 
legislature object to a constitutionally mandated 
cut in taxes, as proposed by Tisch? 

And why would the legislature object to a 
limitation of two-and-a-half percent, on yearly 
increases in property taxes? 

And why would the state object to a 
requirement that any new’ taxes be voted upon by 
the people? 

The answer is obvious. 

Should the state agree to these provisions of 


Tisch’s proposal, they would be giving up control 
of state government and placing it in the hands of 
the citizens of this state — and such radical 
schemes are to be resisted by true Americans. 

Should state budgets be cut and brought into 
line with revenues following approval of any 
such tax report, the legislature would then be 
forced to do what we are paying them to do, 
manage. 

And managing is considerably more difficult 
than simply raising taxes. 

Somewhere along the line, legislators have 
become convinced that the true measure of an 
elected official is not how well he manages with 
what is available, but rather how many new 
programs he is able to dream up 

While it is apparent that some new programs 
will always be necessary as new problems occur, 
a limited state income would require prioritizing 
state projects, and would not only reduce the 
costs of government but would also improve 
selected programs as accountability, for those 
projects would improve inversely with the 
number of available dollars to fund them. 

If anyone best expressed the plight society now 
faces it was the historian Gibbon when he wrote 
of the collapse of Greece. 

“More than they wanted freedom, they wanted 
security. They wanted a comfortable life and 
they lost it all — security, comfort and freedom. 

“When the Athenians finally wanted not to give 
to society, but for society to give to them, then 
Athens ceased to be free.” 

Perhaps Tisch, and his flight to restore 
representative government, will cause all of us 
some discomfort. But when viewing the alter- 
natives. that discomfort appears comforting.

Michigan Pubiic Service Commission

The Michigan Public Service Commission tries 
to keep in step with the times as it carries out its 
big job of regulating energy, communication and 
transportation services. Its general respon- 
sibility is to ensure that Michigan citizens 
receive safe and adequate utility services at fair 
and reasonable rates. 

At the same time, however, the commission 
must give utilities an opportunity to earn a 
reasonable rate of return, which is necessary to 
encourage investors to provide the large 
amounts of capital the companies require to 
maintain and improve the facilities used to serve 
the public. 

In it’s regulation of energy, communication 
and transportation services, the commission 
seeks to ensure the lowest rates which allow the 
best balance of adequate supply, reliability, 
safety, environmental protection and efficient 
production, delivery and use of those services. 

In doing this, the commission has four major 
goals. They are: 

— To ensure that the regulated services are 
provided in a safe, environmentally sound and 
socially acceptable manner. 

— To ensure a supply of regulated services 
adequate to meet public need and maintain a 
healthy economy. 

— To minimize hardship and economic 
disruption in time of service reduction. 

— To provide a rate setting process which will 
occur infrequently while accurately keeping in 
mind the revenues needed to provide services 
which achieve a balance of long-range cost to 
consumers, adequate supply, reliability, safety, 
environmental protection and effective 
production and distribution. 

It takes a staff of approximately 300 persons, 
most of them in technical and professional 
positions, to carry out this big job. 


The commission is organized into four major 
offices — Utility Operations, Motor Trans- 
portation Affairs, Policy and Management and 
Organizational Development. 

The Office of Utility Operations is responsible 
for preparing and presenting the staff case on 
rate increase requests and other utility matters 
in formal hearings before the commission and 
other agencies, for studies on various aspects of \ 
regulated industry operations, and for the 
monitoring and enforcement of commission 
orders, rules and policies. 

The Office of Motor Transportation Affairs has 
the responsibility of regulating the motor carrier 
industry in Michigan, which includes en- 
forcement of regulations, operating and safety 
requirements, size and weight restrictions for 
trucks, and driver qualifications. 

The Office of Policy assists the commission in 
preparing orders, and is responsible for 
presenting policy statements for commission 
consideration and drafting rules and regulations 
and proposals to the Legislature. 

The Office of Management and Organizational 
Development is responsible for internal matters, 
such as financial and personnel control, 
procurement, employee relations and 
management evaluation. 

Changing times and needs require new ap- 
proaches in regulation. There have been a 
number of them in the past year. 

Included is an optional rate for senior citizens 
who use limited amounts of electricity per month 
(less than 500 kilowatt hours). This rate could be 
as much as 30 percent under the regular 
residential rate. 

The Commission has also started an incentive 
availability program which encourages utilities 
to keep their generating plants available a 


greater percentage of the time and thus provide 
electrical energy to their customers at a lower 
cost. This program developed out of Detroit 
Edison Company’s last rate case. 

Another new approach is an indexing system 
which will automatically tie utility operations 
and maintenance expenses to changes in the 
federal Consumer Price Index. The purpose is to 
offer incentives for utilities to maintain expense 
increases below increases in the rate of inflation. 

The past year brought the first women motor 
carrier inspectors to work for the commission, 
which is a major step in the commission’s goal to 
have a staff that fairly represents the society 
that it works for. 

Another innovation is a procedure for giving 
customers monthly bill information on their 
average electric use for the current period and 
the same period a year ago, and the percentage 
of change. 

The commission has further moved to require 
customers to meet certain minimum insulation 
standards in order to be eligible for lower space 
heating rates, and the accompanying 
elimination of the master meter billing option for 
new multiple dwellings. 

The commission has also implemented an 
optional time-of-day rate for domestic space 
heating and an auxiliary power provision for 
domestic customers. Domestic customers 
generating their own power, such as solar 
energy, can now rely on utility companies to 
provide auxiliary power. 

The responsibilities of the Michigan Public 
Service Commission, while complex, are con- 
stantly changing to meet the public need for 
continued quality energy, communication and 
transportation services at the most reasonable 
possible costs

What you can do, however, instead of 
giving him unrealistic guarantees for the 
future, is to show him warmth and un- 
derstanding during his time of anxiety. 
Was his mother’s death his first ex- 
perience or close contact with death? It is 
not unusual for an individual to be very 
frustrated and angry when confronted 
with serious loss and have a great need to 
withdraw as a means of coping. This is 
particularly true in the case of men who 
frequently have difficulty in openly ex- 
pressing their feelings of pain. 

Try to let him know you understand his 
anxiety. Show him a willingness to take 
care of yourself, i.e. following the doctor s 
advice, regular physicals, etc. You might 
also try one of the excellent seminars on 
Death and Dying which are held at many 
local universities.

hemophiliacs, in- 
dividuals w'ith von 
Willebrand’s disease 
and other hereditary 
disorders in Wayne 
County and throughout 
the state. 

The campaign is in 
conjunction with a new 
National Hemophilia 
Registry, which is 
sponsored by the 
National Hemophilia 
Foundation. 

Hemophilia. a 
hereditary hemorrhagic 
disorder known com- 
monly as "bleeder’s 
disease,” affects an 
unknown number of 
Michigan residents. 

The registry in- 
formation is “of 
essential importance to 
health care planners, 
legislatures and the 
insurance industry as 
they consider proposals 
to meet the needs of the 
state’s and the nation’s 
hemophiliacs,” a 
foundation spokesman 
said. 


"One benefit of the 
registry is that it will 
make it possible to 
accurately project the 
future demand on the 
nation s and Michigan’s 
blood supply for 
lifesaving derivatives 
needed in the treatment 
of hemophilia," the 
spokesman added. 

Recent medical 
breakthroughs have 
provided a means for 
controlling the disease 
through infusion of the 
missing clotting factor 
concentrate from the 
blood of normal donors. 

Hemophiliacs par- 
ticipating in the registry 
will receive an official 
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ID card which contains 
vital information about 
their condition and 
appropriate treatment.

Two names 
stir some 
memories

Strange what the mind will store in its warehouse in the form of 
memories. And how mysteriously - inexplicably - some name or 
object will trigger those chemical clouds hovering over deep 
valleys and hills to clear momentarily to remind you of something 
in the past. 

It happens always, especially as one gets older. It happened when 
the names “Dave Bogataj” and “Rich Walker” popped up in a 
couple of stories we were working on this week. 

I can remember a young Bogataj as if it were yesterday, driving 
in for layups, passing off, attempting to steal the ball as a member 
of Dearborn Lowrey’s basketball team; I can see Walker stret- 
ching. going high above the rim, straining each perfect muscle to 
grab a rebound for Inkster High’s teams. 

I can also see a Bogataj with his head dug deep into a towel, with 
beads of sweat on his face, a face which shows the agony of defeat. 

It was back in 1964, when Dearborn Lowrey met Dearborn for the 
Class A district basketball championship. Coach Bill Rice had an 
exceptional team with all-conference players such as Doug Cole 
and Bogataj. but Dearborn’s Paul “Whitey” Winslow had a trump - 
all-stater Bill Backensto and a team that was favored to win by at 
least 15 points. 

Lowrey was shooting for the “upset of the year” and fell three 
points shy of pulling it off. 

“Sure I remember,” Bogataj said on Sunday. “But I didn’t think 
anyone remembered those days.” 

When you’re in the audience, and the performance is good, you 
don’t readily forget the people on the stage. 

Walker ended his high school basketball career just before the 
“Golden Age" of Viking basketball that would put into the limelight 
cage greats like Eartha Faust and Andre Richardson. 

Walker went on to a brilliant career at Bowling Green and 
Sunday dropped into the office with his lovely wife “to see how the 
old sports editor was doing.” 

The head coach at Elmhurst College, in Elmhurst, 111., Walker is 
in town to help organize an Inkster Parks and Recreation spon- 
sored cage clinic.

Cream sugar and shortenings, add eggs, then 
flour and vanilla. Bake in greased 9 x 13 pan Sprinkle 
top with chocolate chips and nuts. Bake at 350 degrees 
for 30-40 minutes.

Hemophiliacs being asked to register 


The Ann Arbor-based 
Hemophilia Foundation 
of Michigan is starting a 
drive to locate and 
register all 

hemophiliacs, in- 
dividuals with von 
Willebrand’s disease 
and other hereditary 
disorders in Wayne 
County and throughout 
the state. 

The campaign is in 
conjunction with a new 
National Hemophilia 
Registry, which is 
sponsored by the 
National Hemophilia 
Foundation. 

Hemophilia, a 
hereditary hemorrhagic 
disorder known com- 
monly as “bleeders 
disease,” affects an 
unknown number of 
Michigan residents. 

The registry in- 


formation is “of 
essential importance to 
health care planners, 
legislatures and the 
insurance industry as 
they consider proposals 
to meet the needs of the 
state’s and the nation's 
hemophiliacs,” a 
foundation spokesman 
said. 

“One benefit of the 
registry is that it will 
make it possible to 
accurately project the 
future demand on the 
nation’s and Michigan’s 
blood supply for life- 
saving derivatives 
needed in the treatment 
of hemophilia,” the 
spokesman added 

Recent medical 
breakthroughs have 
provided a means for 
controlling the disease 
through infusion of the 


missing clotting factor 
concentrate from the 
blood of normal donors. 

Hemophiliacs par- 
ticipating in the registry 
will receive an official 
ID card which contains 
vital information about 
their condition and 
appropriate treatment.
